A PERM ANENT INSTITUTION. 


Lord Parmoor, the British government’s 
representative in the Council of the League 
of Nations, has just made a speech in the 
house of lords, in which he said that talk 
of superseding the League with some other 
organization was nonsense. 
This could 
never be done, he said, and he declared it 
a certainty that the League was a perma­ 
nent thing and that it would bring into 
operation a system for the peaceful settle­ 
ment of international disputes. He believes 
that the most important step now to be 
taken is to bring Germany into the organi­ 
zation. 
This is wholesome 
reading for Ameri­ 
cans, especially for those Americans who 
are still in the grip of old delusions. 
The 
idea persists in some quarters in this coun­ 
try that the proper solution of the whole 
problem is to scrap the existing League and 
establish a new one along very different 
lines in which the United States will graci­ 
ously consent to accept membership. 
This 
is utterly impracticable and would not be 
desirable if it were practicable. 
Provision is made in the League coven­ 
ant itself for such modifications as exper­ 
ience may dictate. 
The whole course of 
events since the 
League’s 
establishment 
proves that we can 
enter it 
without the 
slightest danger to our safety or our insti­ 
tutions. 
It is proving itself a more and 
more useful agency, not only for the main­ 
tenance of European peace and the dis­ 
pensing of European justice, but for the 
promotion of peace and justice in the world 
in general. 
Talk of scrapping it and set­ 
ting up some new and untried organization 
in its place may be dismissed as the product 
of blind prejudice or mere ignorance. For­ 
tunately this sort of 
talk 
is 
dying out. 
There is good ground for Lord Parmoor’s 
hope that the day is not very far distant 
when America will take her place at the 
council table.

MATERIALISM. 


Are Americans mistaking comforts for 
civilization? Dr. John Grier Hibben, presi­ 
dent of Princeton, has raised that question 
and relative to it the Albany, N. Y., News 
comments: 
Ile says that Americans are 
making this mistake, that they are becom­ 
ing parasites in the civilization of which 
they are a part simply because they have 
learned to depend for material comforts on 
the product of other men’s minds. 
Ma­ 
terial prosperity, no 
matter how great, 
must be supplemented by a “living intellec­ 
tual life in the broadest sense of the word” 
if the United States is to survive as a civiliz­ 
ed nation, Dr. Hibben says. 
Dr. Hibben is not the first to give warn­ 
ing that the spiritual, the intellectual life, 
must be more emphasized. 
Woodrow Wil­ 
son pointed to that as the road away from 
revolution. 
Materialism 
there 
must al­ 
ways be, but there can be too much of it. 
Without materialism mere intellectual life 
could not survive but materialism can be 
utilized to promote and give opportunity to 
intellectual life. 
However, in the constant endeavor for 
material success many Americans do get 
off the track and 
they 
do seek material 
comforts rather 
than 
intellectual enjoy­ 
ment. 
That, however, is not true of all 
and Dr. Hibben’s fear for the future prob­ 
ably is somewhat 
overdrawn 
to make it 
more effective. 
For the real 
“intellectual 
en jo} men! 
and progress it is unfortunate that it is ap­ 
p a r e n t l y so necessary to devote so much 


time and energy to material things. Yet if 
Americans in the pursuit of material suc­ 
cess would not permit themselves to be too 
deeply engrossed in the material, the mix­ 
ture of material and spiritual would be of 
great good. 
Man cannot live by bread alone, 
lie 
cannot live tor the spirit and the intellect 
alone, 
Life began to become a struggle 
for material things when the first parents 
were put out of the Garden of Eden. 
Y'et 
there can be a judicious and happy mixture 
of materialism and the intellectual life.

Maple Fudge Frosting.—Take one 
cupful of maple sugar, one-third of 
a cupful of cream, one tablespoon­ 
ful of butter, heat slowly until the 
sugar is dissolved. 
Now boil to the 
soft ball stage ami beat until thick 
enough to spread without runniug 
off. 
Maple 
Parfait.— Rent the yolks 
of four eggs until thick: add a lit­ 
tle salt and pour over them a cup­ 
ful of hot maple sirup; stir until 
smooth and the eggs well cooked, 
then 
fold 
In 
the 
stiffly 
beaten 
whites of the eggs, add a pinch of 
salt and a q u art of thin cream. 
Freeze, pack and let stand to ripen.

chopped nuts. 
Maple Biscuit.—Sift two cupfuls 
if flour, four teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, ♦ 'nr-half Teaspoonful of 
stilt, then rub in two tablespoonfuls 
of fat, add three-quarters of a cup­ 
ful of milk. 
Mix and roll out to 
one inch in thickness and cut into 
rounds. B rush half of them thickly 
with 
grated 
maple 
sugar 
after 
spreading with b u tter and put to­ 
gether in pairs in the pan. 
Bake 
in a hot oven. 
Nice to serve with 
afternoon tea. 
Maple 
Cake.—Cream 
one-half 
cupful of shortening, add one-half 
cupful of sugar and one cupful of 
maple su g ar; boat well, add two 
whole eggs well beaten or the yolks 
of four, and one-half cupful of hot 
w ater. 
Sift two and one-half cup­ 
fuls of flour, one-quarter of a tea­ 
spoonful of snit and two teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder, add to the 
first mixture, add a flavor of maple 
and bake in layers. 
Tut together 
with fudge frosting.

Cake.—Cut 
a 
large 
round sponge cake in four equal 
round slices like layer cake. Spread 
the first slice with straw berry, the 
second with plum and the third with 
raspberry 
jam. 
Lay 
the

slices together in the original form 
and press lightly together.

cut the center from the cake, leav­ 
ing a three-inch border. 
Put the 
piece taken out in a bowl with 
fruit juices to thoroughly soak the 
c a k e . 
Replace in the cavity and 
place the last slice over all the top, 
and cover with a tinted pink icing; 
decorate with citron, almond ami 
candied rose leaves.

ELIJAH AND THE STRUGGLE 
WITH BAAL 


LESSON TEXT— I K ings 18:17-4*. 
GOLDEN TEXT— “No man can serve 
two masters

God and mammon.”— Matt. 6:34. 
PRIMARY TOPIC—God Hears 
E li­ 
jah’s Prayer. 
JUNIOR TOPIC— Elijah on Mt. Car­ 
mel. 
INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR TOP­ 
IC—The Conflict between Jezebel and 
Elijah. 
YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT TOP­ 
IC— How Elijah Won the Victory. 


I. 
Elijah’s Message to Ahab (w . 
17-1S). 
When Jezebel became the wife of 
King Ahab, she waged a savage w ar­ 
fare against God’s prophets, killing all 
she could find, thus seeking to abolish 
the true religion and set up idolatry 
instead. Elijah suddenly appeared, an­ 
nouncing the suspension of moisture 
(I Kings 17:1) as a judgment upon 
the people 
for their idolatry. 
He 
sounded three striking notes in his 
m essage: 
(1) “As the Lord God of Israel B r­ 
eth”—Ile knew* that he represented 
he living God, therefore did not fear. 
(2) 
“Before whom I stand”—Re­ 
alise Eli jail stood before God, he 
on Id stand before Ahab. 
(3) “There shall not be dew nor rain 
these years, but according to my word.” 
.—Drought was the punishment for 
idolatry (Deut. 11:16, 17). 
II. 
A Challenge to Baal Worship 
(I Kings 18:17-46). 
As soon as Elijah had delivered his 
message concerning the drought, he 
retired from the king’s sight, while 
the penalty of the king’s sins should 
be visited upon the land. 
1. 
Elijah Shows Himself to Ahab 
(vv. 17, IS). 
(1) 
Allah’s question (v. IT). 
His 
aim in this question was no doubt to 
intimidate Elijah, to awe him into 
submission. 
The devil goes about as 
a roaring lion (I Pet. 5:8). 
(2) 
Elijah’s answ er (v. 18). 
He 
denied the charge aud boldly declared 
that the calamity which had befallen 
the nation was caused by the idolatry 
of Ahab and his family. 
2. 
The Bold Challenge (vv. 19-24). 
(1) 
The people assemble (vv. IO, 
20). 
At the urgent request of Elijah 
the king convened the people. 
(2) The ringing call to decision (w . 
21-24). 
a. The question asked (v. 21). Many 
of the people had not wholly forsaken 
God. 
They attem pted to worship both 
God and Baal. 
b. The silence of the people (v. 21). 
This may have been because of fear of 
the king , or ignorance, for many were 
of the opinion that to be religious was 
the only thing necessary. Irrespective 
of tho being worshiped. 
c. 
The method of decision ( vt. 22- 
24). 
Two sacrifices were to be pro­ 
vided, one to be offered to Baal, the 
other to God. 
The one who answered 
by fire was to be the God. 
*3. 
The Test Applied (vt. 25-39). 
(1) 
Offering by the prophets of 
Baal (vv. 25-29). 
Elijah 
gave the 
prophets of Baal Hie first opportunity 
to prove to the people as to whether 
Baal was a real god. 
(2) 
The offering by Elijah (vv. 30- 
30). 
a. 
People 
Invited 
near 
(v. 
30). 
There are no secrets in G ods wor­ 
ship. 
b. 
The altar repaired (vv. 30-32). 
Elijah took twelve stones represent 
•mg the united nation. 
c. 
The offering on the altar (vt. 
*,3-35). After the bullock was in place 
he had four barrels of waiter three 
times emptied upon the sacrifice and 
the wood so as to fill the trench about 
the altar. 
d. 
Elijah’s 
prayer 
(vv. 
36, 
37). 
This w’as a model prayer. 
(a) It was based upon covenants 
(v. 36). 
Ail real prayer rests upon 
covenant relation .dps. 
(b) Its object * as God’s exaltation 
(v. 36). 
Elijah was jealous for God’s 
glory, but the only thing that he asked 
for himself was to be known as God s 
servant. 
(c) It was for the salvation of the 
people (v. 37). 
His heart yearned 
after IsraeL He wanted them to come 
ro know God. 
e. 
The result ( v t . 38, 391. 
(a) The fire of the Lord fell and 
,‘onsumed. not only the sacrifice, but 
the wood, stones and dust, even lick­ 
ing up the w ater in the trenches. 
(b) The people fell on their faces 
and confessed that the Lord was the 
God. 
4. The Execution of Baal's Prophets 
(v. 40). 
Israel’s government was a 
theocracy. 
God was their K*ng. idol­ 
atry was treason against the King.

Denying that there had been any 
excessive loans to his or allied in­ 
terests in Idaho, Senator Gooding 
said he wanted 
a thorough 
inquiry 
Into the subject. He declared his own 
firm. Grain and Gooding, a livestock 
concern, had obtained only $62,000, 
F. W. Gooding and Sons, $99,500, and 
T. IL Gooding and Sons $21,500 and 
that all of the money had been re­ 
paid. 
Senator Gooding said that the war 
finance corporation had done much 
good in Idaho, but that not all of the 
farmers of the state received loans 
as they had not joined the organiza­ 
tion of corporations necessary to ob­ 
tain government aid. 
“My own 
bank 
organized a cor­ 
poration to purchase dairy cows for 
farmers in my county,** he said. “We 
then obtained money from the war 
finance 
corporation 
to cover the 
loans made by the hanks to our cor­ 
poration. 
No such corporation was 
organized around Boise, the home* of 
tho Pomona Grange. 
Evidently that 
Grange expected the government to 
make direct loans to the farmers, 
which of course, It could not do.*' 
A resolution presented by the sen­ 
ator asked for a full investigation of 
activities of the war finance cor­ 
poration, and urged 
that 
Senator 
Wheeler, democrat, Montana, prose­ 
cutor of the Daugherty committee, 
have charge of the inquiry.

FOR RETAINING ACT 
ON TRANSPORTATION 
By th* Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April l l —A more 
complete trial of the transportation 
act in its present form was urged 
before the senate interestate coni 
me roe committee Thursday by Dan­ 
iel E. Willard, president of the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio Railroad company. 
“I believe such a course,” he said. 
“ I* not only in tho best interests of 
the carriers, but even more so in the 
best interests of 
the 
country 
as 
well.” 
Mr. Y/illard appeared to 
oppose, 
proposals for the repeal of Section! 
15-A., of the act, the so-called rate- 
making section. He declared the rule 
laid down for rate-making was in no 
sense new’ or of a revolutionary char­ 
acter and that it was neither more 
nor less in principle than the rule of 
procedure which the interstate com­ 
merce commission itself “had found 
necessary and adopted under condi­ 
tions of actual experience.” 
Replying to an inquiry as to why 
the railroad was opposed to repeal 
of the section which apparently is of 
no value to it, Mr. Millard said the 
section was intended to inspire con­ 
fidence in the fairness and stability 
of the scheme of railroad regulation.
